1 . JORNAL DE BRASILIA FRONT-PAGES REPORT HEADLINED "SIMON 
DEPARTS HAPPY - BRAZIL GAINS NOTHING" SAYING "TREASURY 
SECRETARY SIMON S MISSION ENDED YESTERDAY WITH SIGNING OF A 
JOINT COMMUNIQUE, ... IN WHICH BRAZIL COMMITS ITSELF TO 
DISMANTLE ITS INCENTIVES ON SHOE, BAGS, AND SOYBEAN EXPORTS 
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-FACT WHICH MAY RESULT IN REDUCING COMPETITIVE POSITION OF 
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THESE PRODUCTS IN INTERNATIONAL MARKET. IN EXCHANGE, SIMON 
PLEDGES AS GOSPEL TRUTH THAT AMERICAN BUSINESSMEN WILL BE 
SATISFIE D WITH AGREEMENTS REACHED. ..." INSIDE PAGE CARRIES 
TEXT OF JOINT COMMUNIQUE AND BRIEF REPORT ON SIMON'S PRESS 
CONFERENCE, THIS HEADLINED "SIMON DEFENDS FREE TRADE' AND 
ATTACKS OPEC." 

(A) UNSIGNED ECONOMIC COLUMN SAYS: "SECRETARY SIMON'S 
NEGOTIATING ABILITY IS SIMPLY FANTASTIC, OUTSTANDING: HE 
OBTAINED FROM BRAZIL EVERYTHING HIS GOVERNMENT WANTED, GIVING 
IN EXCHANGE NOTHING BUT A LOT OF WORDS. ... LEXGJS GET TO THE 
FACTS: BRAWXIL WILL ADAPT' ITS EXPORT INCENTIVES ON LEATHER 
BAGS AND IN EXCHANGE US WILL CANCEL COUNTERVAILING DUTIES 
ON IMPORTS OF THIS PRODUCTS. THIS IS A RETURN TO THE STARTING 
POINT, BECAUSE THESE DUTIES WERE IMPOSED UNDER ALLEGATION THAT 
WE WERE SUBSIDIZING THE PRODUCT. REGARDING SHOES, ... AS IF

BY US REPRESENTED NOTHING BUT MERE WORDS - AND THIS, IN
